INTRODUCTION 

Lake  Tahoe  because  of  its  many  unique  attributes ,  has  been  the 
focus  of  attention  of  many  hundreds  of  studies ,  observations ,  and 
comments.   Within  the  last  few  years,  federal,  state,  local,  and 
the  private  sectors  have  increased  their  efforts  to  protect,  preserve, 
plan,  and  develop  the  area.  As  an  outcome  of  this  impetus  of  opera- 
tions, a  tremendous  proliferation  of  reports  has  occurred.   Some  are 
available  for  reference  at  libraries  and  various  public  offices, 
however,  many  are  essentially  lost  in  file  cabinets  and  not  readily 
available  for  reference  without  expending  considerable  time  and  effort 
in  search. 

The  Department  of  Conservation's  Coordinated  Lake  Tahoe  Project 
makes  available  technical  assistance  to  local  government  and  agencies 
involved  in  planning  and  development  of  the  Lake  Tahoe  Basin.  An 
important  phase  of  this  work  is  the  development  of  a  readily  available 
source  of  information  on  studies  that  have  been  completed  in,  or 
relate  to  this  important  area.  While  this  compilation  of  source 
material  was  underway  by  the  California  Division  of  Mines  and  Geology, 
a  regional  landscape  evaluation  of  the  Tahoe  Basin  was  being  prepared 
by  the  Pacific  Southwest  Forest  and  Range  Experimental  Station  of  the 
Forest  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.   It  was  agreed  to 
incorporate  information  from  both  reports  into  a  single  bibliography 
and  to  issue  it  in  preliminary  form.   Because  of  the  urgent  need  for 
information,  the  bibliography  is  being  issued  now,  even  though  for  a 
number  of  citations  the  documentation  is  not  yet  complete  and  abstracts 
have  not  been  compiled. 


Whenever  possible,  we  have  indicated  the  locations  where  we 
consulted  the  documents  themselves .   It  should  he  pointed  out  that 
many  are  available  only  for  reference  and  are  not  circulated  or 
distributed  to  the  public. 

Purpose  and  Scope 

The  principal  purpose  of  the  bibliography  is  to  provide  a  ready 
reference  for  regional  and  local  planning  agencies  and  other  groups 
involved  in  land  use  planning,  conservation  and  development  of  the 
basin. 

Since  we  have  plans  to  complete  this  report  in  a  final  and 
more  comprehensive  form,  we  are  requesting  that  readers  or  users  of 
this  bibliography  submit  to  us  references  to  publications  or  other 
material  that  are  not  listed  in  this  bibliography.   Such  information 
should  be  sent  to  the  California  Division  of  Mines  and  Geology, 
Room  118,  Resources  Building,  lUl6  Ninth  Street,  Sacramento, 
California  9581U.
